A local pet food distributor is fighting to save his 
business’s good reputation in the wake of a pet food 
recall last week by another company with a very simi¬ 
lar name. 

John Vance, who opened a Multi Menu pet food fran¬ 
chise with his wife and daughter in August 2006, says 
Multi Menu has absolutely no affiliation with Menu 
Foods, an Ontario-based company that has recalled food 
products linked to the deaths of at least 16 cats and dogs. 

Tests conducted by the Food and Drug 
Administration indicate rat poison as the contaminant 
in the wet “cuts and gravy” products that were 
recalled. 

The Vances are now busy calling their existing cus¬ 
tomers, county wide, to assure them their products are 
100 per cent safe for animal consumption. 

“We’ve had a lot of calls from concerned customers,” 
said John Vance. 

“All of our products are dry, they’re 100 per cent nat¬ 
ural and safe.” 

Multi Menu is a Quebec-based company operating 
145 home delivery pet food franchises across the coun¬ 
try, including Didsbury. 


Company spokesperson Bernard Hamel, said Multi 
Menu pet food formulas do not contain wheat gluten, 
said to be the contaminated ingredient in the recalled 
products, and its formulas are certified by the 
Canadian Veterinary Medical Association and free of 
harmful byproducts and artificial preservatives.

“All ingredients are tested before they are used,” 
said Hamel. 

“The product is safe and totally guaranteed.” 

Dave Haase, of Multi Menu Alberta, said the damage 
control his parent company has had to take up, could 


have been prevented if Menu Foods had put the same 
safety controls in place as Multi Menu has. 

“All of our food is HACCP (Hazard Analysis and 
Critical Control Point) tested in production to ensure a 
safe, quality product," said Haase. 

“If Menu Foods would have done the HACCP testing 
they wouldn’t have had the recall.” 

HACCP testing is required for foods intended for 
human consumption, but not for dog and cat foods. 

Hamel calls the recall “a sad situation” and encour¬ 
ages pet owners to continue calling, and to research 
what their pets are eating. 

“Our best advice would be that they read the labels of 
the product they feed their pets with,” he said. 

“If they need help to do so, or more info about the 
food, no matter what food they use, we invite them to 
call a Multi Menu franchisee; they are fully trained on 
nutrition and pet food is their business." 

Mountain View county franchisees John and Phyllis 
Vance are happy to field calls from pet owners.

Meanwhile, Hamel said Multi Menu will continue to 
focus on the well-being of the pets it serves and he hopes 
the recall won’t have an impact on the company, which he 
maintains is 100 per cent safe.

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Water concerns rise 
with population

“A(i Foods better have 
lots of bottled water. So 
that’s a major concern." 

Another issue is that 
there aren’t enough storm 
water ponds to trap water 
from spring melt-off or 
rain, for the required 24- 
hours before it goes into 
Rosebud Creek. 

“Our water flows 
through ditches and right 
down to the creek, so we 
aren’t complying with 
Alberta Environment," 
said Public Works 
Manager Dale Keisntan. 

Keisman said areas 


have been identified to 
develop more storm 
water ponds. 

“We’re working on that, 
but it’s something we’re 
lacking, and with the 
growth that we’re going 
to experience our plans 
are to develop ponds.” 

Keisman also said 
future water quality of the 
Rosebud Creek is depen¬ 
dant on waste-water 
treatment capacity. 

Didsbury’s upper 

lagoon has a 65 million 
gallon capacity, which 
Keisman said is approxi¬ 


mately one-sixth of the 
town’s total treatment 
capacity. 

Raw sewage goes into 
the system lagoons, 
through the anaerobic- 
cells and then through 
primary, secondary and 
tertiary cells, then to the 
upper lagoon. 

Keisman said last year, 
Alberta Environment rec¬ 
ommended that Didsbury 
only discharge to the 
Rosebud from the upper 
lagoon, to get a better 
quality effluent. 

About 2,700 cubic 
metres a day is being pro¬ 
duced, but Keisman said 
the town’s capacity is 
only 1,700 cubic metres a 
day. 

“That means we have 
almost double coming in 
than can be treated,” he 
said. 

“Some say the Rosebud 
is one of the most pollut¬ 
ed creeks in Alberta. 
Others say, you know, the 
cattle are drinking it, and 
they’re doing fine.” 

Keisman said Didsbury, 
along with some neigh¬ 
bouring communities, is 
asking the Alberta 
Government to consider 
this area for a regional 
treatment centre that will 
address Didbury’s needs, 
and the needs of those 
other communities, and 
will clean up the 
Rosebud. 

In regards to water 
capacity at the butte, the 
town is working on that 
too. 

“By 2010 we’re going to 
start working on another 
reservoir,” said Keisman. 

“We’ll still be maintain¬ 
ing this one, but we’ll 
have another one." 

All of these projects 
have been identified in 
the Town’s 10-year 
Capital plan, and Keisman 
said council has commit¬ 
ted to seeking out grant 
money wherever possible 
for water and waste- 
water projects to help 
keep up with the growth 
and demand. 


As Didsbury continues 
to grow at a record rate, 
water and waste-water 
issues are beginning to 
surface. 

Currently at the butte, 
the town has about a four- 
day supply of water, 
according to public works 
manager Dale Keisman. 

“So if we lost all power 
and had to rely on what 
gravity feed can make it 
down to us...four days," 
said Keisman.

Berdahl was found dead in the ditch of Range Road 
28.2 about a half-mile north of Highway 581 by passing 
motorists just before 0 a.m. on March 16. 

The investigation is continuing and Southern Alberta 
District Major Crimes members are assisting Didsbury 
RCMP officers. 

Mountain View County Reeve Al Kemmere said the 
fact Berdahl appears to have been murdered just out¬ 
side of Carstairs only adds to the unease already felt 
by people shocked by the body's discovery.

Concerned pet owners across North America 
are scratching their heads this week, wondering 
how on earth rat poison ever got into the pet food 
that killed at least 16 cats and dogs. 

When Menu Foods announced its product recall 
last week, it sparked outrage among animal 
lovers. 

Demands are now mounting that a government 
agency should be responsible for regulating what 
goes into pet food, so a situation like this doesn’t 
recur. 

Undoubtedly, most pet owners would gladly 
open their wallets to ensure their pet’s health and 
safety. 

But not everyone is willing to pay for a better or 
different process, though few would argue there 
should be better quality controls in place. 

The Food and Drug Administration already has 
a regulatory body in place, but in regards to pet 
food it’s currently an optional testing process. 

For now, the easiest, and cheapest thing pet 
owners can do is research what their pet is eat¬ 
ing. 

Take initiative to check whether your pet food 
supplier has gone through the Hazard Analysis 
Critical Control Points (HACCP) program. 

Also, look at the ingredients. Some of the most 
caring pet owners don’t know what is in their 
pet’s food or what nutritional value it has. 

And, of course, when in doubt about anything 
regarding your pet’s health, consult a veterinari¬ 
an.

Ice removal a give,take decision 


I wanted to take this opportunity to not only respond 
to Mr Hansen’s concerns but also to inform the resi¬ 
dents of Didsbury as to how the Town endeavors to 
manage its facilities for the best utilization of all of its 
residents. 

Before 1 get into that, I want everyone to be aware 
that 1 am a strong supporter of all minor sports as I 
have spent the past 40 years playing and 20 years 
coaching Ringette, Hockey, Lacrosse and baseball, so I 
don’t believe I can be accused of lightly dismissing or 
ignoring the concerns of Didsbury Minor Hockey in 
regards to the Town wanting to take the ice out of the 
arena too early. 

As members of Town Council, we are tasked by the 
residents of Didsbury to ensure that all town facilities 
are being utilized as fully as possible to ensure a mini¬ 
mal burden on the taxpayers. 

That means we must look for revenue opportunities 
like the Trade Show that will allow the town to offset 
the costs of operating facilities. 

This, in turn, allows the Town to offer the use of the 
facilities to local user groups like minor hockey and 
lacrosse at lower rental rates to help them keep their 
fees reasonable so everyone has the chance to partici¬ 
pate in these sports. 

The Town has also leased the arena concession out 
to Minor Hockey at a very reasonable rate, again to 
enable them to generate revenues for minor hockey 
that help to keep fees down for the kids and/or reduce 
the amount of time the parents will have to do other 
fundraisers or work in the concession as 1 did for 
many years in the past. 

The Town appreciates and works with Minor Hockey 


but unfortunately they are not the only renters for the 
arena so we must try to balance off everyone’s needs. 

The Trade Show is a major event and draws a lot of 
people (4,000+) and profile to the Town. This show 
brings huge economic benefits to the business commu¬ 
nity of our town, so we need to ensure we can accom¬ 
modate them as well. A strong and healthy business 
core is vital to the overall success of our town and its 
residents. 

There is a calendar of Trade Show events that hap¬ 
pen every year so if you plan on hosting a show you 
need to work it into the calendar to ensure that you 
are not doubling up with another show. 

Trade show booth equipment needs to be booked 
well in advance as it is limited and out of town 
exhibitors are a big part of a show, so you want to have 
a date that allows them to come . 

The Town entered into a three-year agreement with 
the Trade Show in 2005 to ensure that they could have 
specific dates each year to plan around to try to make 
the show an even bigger and better event. 

Next year is the last year of the agreement, and for 
information sake the Show will be held April 5-8 next 
year; after that we will look at tin' possibility of a later 
date for the future, but there are no guarantees that 
dates may change, but we will explore all options. 

Taking the ice out the hist week of March may cause 
some concern or issues the odd year if and when a 
local team does very well in playoffs, but for the most 
part it shouldn’t impact anything. 

Unfortunately this year it has, because some of our 
local teams are doing very well and congratulations 
and all the best to them. 


I would hope that people could look at the big pic¬ 
ture here and realize we need to work together on this 
and that is what the Town and Minor Hockey have 
done. 

The arena manager was in close contact with Minor 
Hockey and the Colts over the past two weeks trying 
to come up with a plan. 

Unfortunately with the Colts' loss to Airdrie the 
other night that is no longer an issue for them. 

Minor Hockey has told the Town that they need the 
ice until this Friday March 23, so the ice is staying in 
until then. If the Colts had gone on to the next round 
we would have kept the ice in until Sunday evening 
for them to play at home, but beyond that we could 
not, as we need four days at least to take the ice out 
and scrub the floor in preparation for the Trade Show' 
and they will need two or three days for setup them¬ 
selves. 

Let’s remember we live in a community, and that 
requires a bit of give and take and understanding from 
everyone to make it work. 

We each have our own concerns but let’s try to be 
aware of other’s concerns as well. 

That is what we as a council representing all resi¬ 
dents try to do every time we make a decision on your 
behalf.

Highway plan in the works: Ouellette 

Time has come to meet demand of growing population

Luke Ouellette, Minister of 
Infrastructure and Transportation and 
central Alberta MLA, says he is current¬ 
ly working on a long-term plan he hopes 
will help address massive and growing 
demands on Alberta’s road and highway 
network. 

“We are definitely, definitely way 
behind in our (road) rehabilitation 
process," Ouellette said Friday. 

“We should be rehabilitating about 
1,500 kilometres of highway a year and 


we are actually only rehabilitating about 
350 kilometres. 1 am working on a four 
year plan right now to try to get more 
dollars to rehabilitate, to try to catch up 
in this next four year period. 

“But we have another problem, a 
capacity problem. We don’t have enough 
contractors if we do happen to be able 
to raise the money for the transporta¬ 
tion infrastructure budget. We may not 
have the capacity in Alberta to do the 
jobs.”

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Ombudsman touring area to promote awareness

Alberta’s Ombudsman was travelling 
around Central Alberta last week, speak¬ 
ing to residents and educating the public 
about bis role. 

Although most know the Ombudsman 
can help the public with conflicts with 
government, Gord Button said few peo¬ 
ple in rural communities know exactly 
what he does. That’s why he decided to 
hit the road. 

“1 have the authority to investigate 
complaints from citizens of Alberta who 
believe they’ve been mistreated by any 
government department,” Button 
explained. 

“When somebody has a problem, or 
thinks they’ve been treated unfairly by a 
department of government, and isn’t sat¬ 
isfied with the outcome, they’ll know or 
somebody in the community will suggest 
to them ‘maybe this is something you 
should call the Ombudsman about.’” 

Button, who’s served as Ombudsman 
for three years, said studies show the 
knowledge, and utilization, of his servic¬ 
es are lower in rural Alberta than in 
urban centres. There may be a number of 
reasons for this, he said, such as avail¬ 
ability. 

“It may be a lot of the people who need 
our services are struggling because of 


workplace injuries or other factors in life 
that make it difficult to access offices 
such as ours. It may be people haven’t 
heard as much about us in the rural 
areas." 

What the (hnbudsman does for Alberta 
citizens is investigate the administrative 
fairness of provincial government 
departments, boards and agencies. He 
can look at how they deliver their servic¬ 
es or make their decisions on things like 
benefits. Button’s office also has authori¬ 
ty over a number of pro¬

After Button hears a complaint, he goes 
to the appropriate government agency 
and asks them to explain what they did 
and why they did it. He then investigates 
all the facts to determine whether the 
interaction between the citizen and gov¬ 
ernment was administra¬ 
tively fair.

Ombudsman a report with the minis¬ 
ter. If the minister can¬ 
not resolve it, Button 
has the authority to table a report in the 
assembly and have it debated and dealt 
with in the house. 

That hasn't happened in Alberta since 
1975, Button said, a good indicator that 
the Ombudsman’s recommendations are 
well accepted. He makes about 125-150 
recommendations a year and since he’s 
been Ombudsman, there were only two 
occasions when he had to go to a minis¬ 
ter. 

“It speaks really well of the willingness 
of the authorities to co-opertate with 
me,” Button said. 


In the fiscal year of 2005-2000, the 
Ombudsman’s office received 670 written 
complaints. Most were directed at 
Correctional Services, the Workers’ 
Compensation Board, the Maintenance 
Enforcement program and the Appeals 
Commission for Alberta’s Workers’ 
Compensation. 

Button stressed that if you’re uncertain 
whether the Ombudsman can help you 
with your complaint, call the office any¬ 
way. There is an intake officer with lots 
of information on other departments and 
if the Ombudsman can’t help, his office 
can refer you to somewhere else. 

Button said his office deals with about 
5,000 calls a year and about 50 per cent 
of them are not in his jurisdiction. The 
Ombudsman does not investigate com¬ 
plaints about federal or municipal gov¬ 
ernments, MLAs, police, universities or 
matters handled by the courts. 

Before the Ombudsman can review a 
complaint, citizens should try to resolve 
it directly with the authority they are 
complaining about. That means going 
through a department’s appeal process or 
complaining to an appropriate supervi¬ 
sor. Button said once all rights of appeal 
are exhausted and you still feel you were 
treated unfairly, contact his office. 

He said one of the most important 
things for people to remember is that his 
services are offered free of charge. As 
well, his role has a non-adversarial 
focus. 

“We are there to focus on solving prob¬ 
lems as well as improving the delivery of 
service by the government," Button said.

Olds onto 
Fibre 
Optics

Olds is one step closer 
to being con-nected to the 
world through a true 
broadband network. 

The Olds Institute for 
Community and Regional 
Development is working 
alongside town adminis¬ 
tration to apply for fund¬ 
ing from the province’s 
rural development fund to 
run fibre optic conduit to 
every home and business 
inoids. 

The plan is to connect 
the entire town to 
SuperNet, the province’s 
broadband network link¬ 
ing govem-ment offices, 
health-rare centres, 
schools and libraries 
throughout Al berta since 
September 2005. 

Olds’ plan has been in 
the works for about a year, 
and the provincial govem- 
ment has now asked for a 
full business proposal. 

“We’re talking the triple 
play: voice, video, data. 
This thing will be capable 
of bringing your high-defi¬ 
nition TV through your 
fibre optic net work," said 
Joe Gustafson of the Olds 
Institute’s technology 
committee. “It’s a true 
broadband... there’s noth¬ 
ing you can’t do on it." 

The Olds Institute was 
to ask for Olds town coun¬ 
cil’s formal support for the 
pro-ject at Monday night’s 
council meet ing. 

The town is aiming to 
submit the pro posal by 
the end of April, and Dale 
Withage, Olds chief 
administrative officer, 
said there is no estimate 
as to how much it would 
cost to implement the 
project. 

The town already 
requires installation of 
fibre optic conduit to all 
new development.

ELIZABETH HEIDEBRECHT 

was horn on October 10, 1913, in Samara. Russia 
~ the eldest daughter of Heinrich and Maria 
Tiessen. She immigrated to Canada in 1926 with 
her parents who settled temporarily in Magrath, 
Alberta. They moved to Rosemary in 1930, 
where she did housework for various people. 
Elizabeth always enjoyed singing and, as a young 
woman, was a faithful choir member and often 
sang in a quartet. She was baptized upon her pro¬ 
fession of faith in the Lord Jesus and has lived an 
exemplary Christian life in her quiet way. 

Mom married Jakob Heidebrecht on June 5, 
1942. and moved to Lacombe where they estab¬ 
lished a Christian home. While they lived there. 
Henry was born. Within a few years they moved 
to Gem where Dad continued to farm. Helen 
joined the family here and when irrigation farm¬ 
ing became to difficult for Dad. they moved to 
Didsbury in 1950. Linda was bom shortly after, 
so Mom was kept busy looking after her family ~ 
cooking, baking, sewing all our clothes, planting 
a big garden and canning all the vegetables, look¬ 
ing after chickens and geese, and helping with 
other farm chores. We didn't have electricity or 
running water, but Mom never complained.In 
1963. Dad and Mom retired to an acreage near 
Didsbury and later moved to a house in town 
where they lived until Dad's passing. Mom 
stayed in her home until 2001 when she moved to 
the Linden Lodge. Here she resided until poor 
health made it necessary to make the transition to 
the Linden Nursing Home. Mom's generous heart 
was evident throughout her life. From early in her 
marriage to the time she moved to Linden. Mom 
spent many, many hours sew ing articles of cloth¬ 
ing, quilting blankets, and knitting afghans. 
sweaters, socks, and mittens for the Red Cross 
and MCC. To earn a little income Mom crocheted 
doilies which she sold on consignment in a local 
store and later just took orders from her home. 
She made many friends through this. We hardly 
ever saw Mom without knitting needles or cro¬ 
chet hook in her hands. Even after moving to the 
Lodge, her eyesight deteriorated but she cro¬ 
cheted hundreds of afghan squares which she 
donated to Blankets for Canada. Many people 
have been joyful recipients of her beautiful 
doilies (many with beads), and each of her fami¬ 
ly can proudly display quilts, afghans, cross- 
stitch pictures, and crocheted tablecloths. These 
loving gifts are evidence of her love for her fam- 
ily.Although Mom found verbal expressions dif¬ 
ficult. we know she was very proud of her chil¬ 
dren and grandchildren, and enjoyed her great 
grand children. It brought her much happiness to 
know that each of her family are following their 
Christian heritage and are actively involved in 
their local church congregations. Throughout her 
widowhood Mom continued to support a couple 
of children through Compassion Canada, and just 
before her passing she received a letter from the 
young man they had supported for fourteen years. 
He wrote that he wished to support one or two 
children himself now that he was grown up and 
established. And so the ripple effect of her gen¬ 
erosity and Christian love goes on.Mom will be 
lovingly remembered by her family: son Henry 
and Lynne of Sherwood Park. AB. and their fam¬ 
ily ~ Brad, Bryan and Tara (Tayler & Brett), and 
Kevin an Gina; daughter Helen and Len 
Trenholm of Meadow Creek. BC. and their fami¬ 
ly ~ Philip and Christine (Cydnie. Jakob, & 
Lucas). David and Heather (Allison), Steven, and 
Timothy; daughter Linda and Nic Wiens of 
Linden. AB. and their family ~ Kathy and Keith 
Harder (Josh & Nicolas).
